New records of Stixis Lour .[] Capparaceae[] from China

Abstract Two taxa of Stixis Lour.[] S. ovata{] Korth.[] Hall. f. ssp. fasciculata] King[{] Jacobs 
and S. scandens Lour.[] are reported as new records from China. 
Key words Stixis ovata ssp. fasciculatal] S. scandens[] Capparaceae[] new record[] China. 


In the course of identifying species from the Dawei Mountain[] Hekou County] SE Yunnan[] 

Chinal] two hitherto unrecorded taxa in China of the genus Stixis Lour [] Capparaceae[] were found. 
They are reported as follows.

Climbing shrub 1.5 - 6 m tall. Branchlets terete[] puberulent. Petioles ca. 2 cm long[] leaf 
blade ellipticl] base obtuse[] 9 - 15 x 5 — 8 cml] abaxially densely tomentose and tufted[] especially

so along primary and secondary veins[] and blotched{] lateral veins 8 or 9 on each side of midrib. In- 
florescences axillary[] paniculate[] 12 — 35 cm long[] densely flowered[] puberulent along rhaches[] 
pedicels ca. 2-3 mm long. Flower buds ovate[] sepals 6[ obovate[] pilose[] later reflexed[] stamens 
26 — 28[] ovary tomentose[] subsessile[] style 1 mm long[] stigma obscurely 3-lobed. Flowering in 
May.

Seandent shrub 1.5-2.5 m tall. Branchlets terete[] puberulent. Petioles ca. 1.5 cm longl] 
pilose[] leaf blade obovate-elliptic[] base obtuse[] 10 - 13 x 4 - 6 cml] abaxially densely tomentose 
and tufted[] especially so along primary and secondary veins[] midrib impressed adaxially[] lateral 
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veins 6 — 10 on each side of midrib[] connecting near the margin. Inflorescences terminal or rarely 
axillaryL] paniculate or racemose[] 5 — 9 cm long[] puberulent along rhaches[] pedicels ca. 4 mm 
long. Flower buds obovate] base acute[] sepals 6[] obovatel] pilose[] later reflexed[] stamens 18 - 230 
ovary tomentose[] stalked[] style 0.5 mm long[] stigma obscure to distinct. Flowering in June.

Stixis Lour. is an endemic genus to Asial] distributed in Sikkim[] Philippines[] Malaysia[] Viet- 
nam] Laos and China[] with its distribution center in Indo-China. This genus includes about seven 
species[] one of which[] S. suaveolend] Roxb.{] Pierre[] has been previously recorded in China. To- 
gether with the two taxa here reported[] so far two species and one subspecies of this genus are known 


in China. They are keyed out as follows[]
